London, June 22.—Amid the most dax/ling scene ever recorded in... 


the history of the country England t«iday crowned George V. and bis 
wife, Mary, "King and Queen of the Suited Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland and tlio British dominion beyond the seas." 


The crown was placed on George's bead lit 12::',7, London time, and 


15 minutes later the queen was crowned. 
The venerable Archbishop of 


Canterbury, summoning bis rapidly 
waning 
strength, 
with 
trembling 


hands placed the crowns on the heads of the new rulers.

ambulance workers 


were able to reach them to render as sitaiice.

The scalp was l i t e r a l l y lorn off. 


and other cuts and bruises appeared

the head and face, but.

wound that rendered 
his condition 


serious and alarming was one above 
the left eye, upon the forehead, which 
gave apearance of being indicative of 
a fracture of the skull. 


Mr. Smythe's father, B. G Smythe 


and Mrs. Phil Smythe were taken to 
the hospital in hurrying automobiles, 
and their grief was pitiable as the 
patient lay upon the operating table 
absolutely unconscious. 


An Advocate reporter was one of 


the first to recognize the injured man 
as Phil B. Smythe, and Immediately 
got in touch with the chauffeur, who 
had brought Mr. Smythe to 
New- 
ark. 


The chauffeur said that his nama 


was Ralph Hoover, and that he was 
an experienced man in the handling 
of automobiles, tiaving had three 
years' experience, and that for, some 
time past' he had been employed at 
the M. P. Murnan garage, arid that 
this was the first time that he had 
ever had an accident of this kind. 


Mr. Hoover, who is a young man, 


^evidently of considerable intelligence,' 
when asked to tell about the aeci-^ 
dent said that Mr. Smythe had order- 
ed the machine from Murnan's gar- 
age during the morning and that he" 
had 
picked 
him 
up 
and 
start- 


ed for Newark. 
He says that when, 


he reached a point about five miles 
out of Newark 
and 
while he waa 


running at a speed of about twen- 
ty-five miles an hour, he found that 
Smythe had in some matter fallen 
out. 
He had heard no noise or any- 


thing that would lead him to be- 
lieve that he was not in the machine. 
He said that as soon as he missed 
him he turned around and started 
back over the route he had come, and 
soon came upon Mr. Smyth'e, laying 
in 
the roads in 
ah 
unconsciou 


condition. 
He picked him up placed 


him in the machine, and brought him' 
to Newark and took him to the office 
of Dr. Hornby, on West Main street, 
where first 
relief was given,

specially constructed boxes in front 
of which were stationed long lines of 
scarlet-coated, black-busbied grena- 
diers alternating with yeomen of the 
guard in Tudor uniforms of scarlet 
and gold. 


The thrones were placed in 
the 


"theatre," or space in front of the 
altar, at the junction of the choir, 
trancepts and communion enclosure. 
The floor, which had been raised, was 
covered by the magnificent corona- 
tion carpet of blue and gold, emblaz- 
oned -with the royal arms and the 
emblems of England; Scotland, Ire- 
land, Wales and the colonies. 
The 


king's throne was elevated upon a 
dais and approached by five steps, 
while the queen's, placed 
alongside, 


was slightly lotfer, with only two 
steps. 


Between the thrones and the altar 


was "St. Edward's chair," the vener- 
able piece of furniture in which every 
king of England. has been crowned 
since the days of Edward the Confes- 
sor. 
Beneath it is the legendary 


"Stone of Scone," upon which the 
ancient 
kings 
of 
Scotland 
were 


crowned until Edward I captured it 
and brought it back to England with 
him. Nearer to the altar, at one side 
of 
the "theater," were the two 


"chairs of recognition." for the con- 
venience of the king and queen be- 
fore the start on the ceremony. 


Arrival of the Regalia. 


The first sign of real business was 


the arrival of the regalia and crown 
jewels, carried in by the canons and 
chaplains from the Jerusalem cham- 
ber, whither they were brought last 
night from the Tower of London. 
The canons and 
chaplains 
having 


passed, to the solemn chanting of 
Tallis' litany, a long column of sur- 
pliced cnoristers took up their posi- 
tions and the 
service 
commenced 


with a triumphal march by an or- 
chestra and choir of 500, under Sir 
Frederick Bridge's direction. 


At 10 o'clock the full pomp Of the 


ecclesiastical procession was formed 
for the purpose of carrying the re- 
galia to the vestibule to await their 
majesties' arrival. To the strains of 
"O God Our Help in Ages Past," the 
march down the aisles began and as 
the clergy led by the Bisfiop of Lon- 
don in flaming scarlet, 
disappeared 


through the western doors, the way 
was prepared for the royal proces- 
sion's entry. 


The thunder of drums outside an- 


nounced the principal actors' arrival 
shortly before n. 


First came the foreign princes and 


princesses, in 
wonderful 
robes in 


which the royal purple predominated, 
their long court trains borne by pages 
and their coronets carried on silken 
cushions before them. 


The Duke of Connaught, brother of 


the late King Edward and uncle of the 
present monarch, in the full uniform 
of a field marshal under 
his 
royal 


robes, took his seat as a royal duke in 
front of the benches reserved for the 
highest of British noblemen. At King 
Edward's coronation the seats of the 
royal dukes had three occupants, the 
Dukes of Cambridge, Connaught and 
Cornwall and 
York. 
Today Con- 


naught was left in solitary splendor. 
His uncle, the Duke of Cambridge, is 
dead. 
The Duke of 
Cornwall 
and 


York has risen to the throne, as King 
George V 
And the Prince of Wales, 


though now the wearer of his father's 
former titles is not yet of age 
and 


cannot take his spat among the peers. 


The Duchess of Connaught, 
Prince 


Arthur and Princess Patricia took their 
seats in one of the royal boxes. 


Then there was an awed hush as the 


Queen herself, surrounded by her gen- 
tlemen-at-arms in scarlet tunics and 
•with nodding plumes and 
with 
the 


Bishops of Xorwish and Oxford as sup- 
porting prelates, moved slowly down 
tho aisle. 


Flashing with jewels and wearing 


the ribbon of the Garter over her dress 
—one scintillating mass of gold—Her 
Majesty made a pirture calcuraled to 
impress even tho beauties occupying 
tii" peeresses' seats, though the cap-

NEWARK NAY GET GRAND 


RAPIDS CLUB AND FRANCHISE 


Newark's respite from organized baseball may in- 


deed be very short. It is highly probable, at least not 
impossible that the franchise and team of ft rand Rapids 
of the Central League may be brought to Newark to fin- 
ish the season. 


Right now, the Grand Rapids club is being carried 


by the league officials and the schedule is being played 
at Grand Rapids this week with the Zanesville club as 
the opponents. 


Grand Rapids has been having rough sailing all sea- 


son and the fans there are failing to support the team. 
It is the wish of the league officials and most of the club 
owners that the Michigan town be cut out. 


The Advocate this morning wired President Oarson 


of the Central League at South Bend, asking him what 
basis of fact there was to the story that Grand Rapids 
wanted in Newark. His reply was evasive but not dis- 
couraging. It \\as as follows: 


"Central League will hold a meeting at 


South Bend, Monday, June 26. I do not know 
what may happen at this meeting, but would ad- 
vise Newark to send a representative." 
In all probability, representatives will be sent to 


South Bend from Newark to present to the league direc- 
tors facts why Newark would make a good addition to 
the Central League. 


Its greatest advantage \vill not need to be exploited

"There is his imagination to be fed. That, after all, Is the 


crown of ev«ry education, the crown, as sound habits of mind and 


conduct are the throne. No imagination at all is brutality; a base imagina- 
tion Is lust and cowardice, but a noble Imagination is God walking the 
earth again. He must dr^-am, too. In due time, of a d a i n t y fairy land, and of 
air the quaint little things of life. 
-But he must feed chiefly on the 


splendid real. 
He shall'have stories of travel through all the world, 


travels and adventures, and how the world was won. 
He shall have 


stories of' hoarts; great books, splendidly and clearly done, ot animals 
and birds and plants and.creeping things; great books about the deeps of 
the sky and the mystery of the sea. He shall have histories and maps of 
all the empires the world has seen, pictures and stories of all the tribes 
and habits and customs of men. 
If I had a choice of giving my son a 


complete formal education without developing his imaginative faculty, or 
of developing that and having him otherwise uneducated, I should prefer 
the latter class." 


There is much food for thought In that. 
A child fed on the quaint 


things of life, on the deeps of the sky, the mystery of the sea, the facts 
of birds and plants, and creeping things, the tribes and habits and customs 
of men, would certainly have high Ideals and great ambitions. 
He would

Robert Louis Steven- 
son, In one of his verses, tells ot a terrible pirate that lurks behind the 
sofa, and of how commonplace the older folks seem, because they calmly 
sit and read with such a bloodthirsty person around. 


Work can be made attractive in the same way, if properly Imagined to 


a child. What mother has not got good, steady work out of a youngster 
by pretending it was this, that or the other that be was doing. 


The power of a child's Imagination is not appreciated as It should 


be by many. 
An appeal to It wakens him all over, and this is what the 


faculties of many a child need. 
Studies in which he takes no interest 


could be made attractive to him In this way. 
But. almost anything would 


be given value to him. If put before his Imagination rightly. 


Ruskln's mother pursued this course. 
No toys were nllowed her son. 


If any were given him, they were put away. 
He was thrown upon his 


own resources for amusement. 
She compelled him to use his Imagination 


to invest the ordinary things about him with interest. 


H certainly is a point for parents and teachers to think upon. Olier 


people are apt to lack Imagination, and so do not appreciate its value to 
tlie childish mind. 
But If one could give a child some sucb education as 


Wells pictures, surely he would be better fitted for life than are many who 
«r« now educated -by some of our school systems
